After a 24-hour boycott of the 
newspaper by the Students' Coun- 
cil, agreement was reached. Com- 
plete editorial control was given 
to students, and a. seven-man 
board was set up to arbitrate dis- 
putes-thai may arise regarding 
policy. 

llic settlement proposed by 
Acting Director of Student Af- 
tahrs, David Cromby, removes con- 
trol over editorial policy from 
the faculty Board of Governors 
and places It in the hands of new 
student editor John Hewer. This 
changes the status of the , news- 
paper maldng it a student public- 
ation, although still a laboratory 
project for journalism students. 

If any major dispute arises 
from published material, a new 
seven-man board has been set 
up to judge the journalistic value 
of the story in question. 

This board is composed of one 
impartial chairman, three faculty 
members and three students. The 
chairman will be a professional 
journalist, probably from a To- 
ronto daily newspaper. 

Last week, a proposal .to set up 
a six-man board consisting of 
three faculty members and tliree 
students, giving students the final 
vote in the case of a tie, was 



vetoed by Ryeraon Principal F. C. 
Jorgenson. The Staff of the Ryer- 
sonian and faculty representa- 
tives had accepted this proposal. 

Prior to ^e change in policy, 
the copy was edited by the pro- 
fessional Managing Editor Lloyd 
Loclchart, after having been writ- 
ten by the student. Under the 
new system, after the copy has 
been read by the managing board, 
it is .re-edited by the student, 
whose decision is flnaL 

The dispute began last week 
when a new masthead designed 
- by the Faculty of Journalism ap- 
peared, stating that the news- 
paper was published "under staff 
supervision". The masthead staff 
resigned In, "protest

Distortions lead . 
to world tension 
says Dr. Spock

The unrealistic distortions of 
propaganda cause, internation- 
al mistrust and encourage the 
continuation of the Cold War, 
noted child expert Beniamin 
Spock said last night. 

Speakbig at the Queen Eliza- 
beth Hotel on behalf of the Na- 
tional Committee for a SANE Nu- 
clear Policy, Dr. Spock levelled 
criticism specifically at North 
American attitudes to Communist, 
countries. 

"Teaching people to be afraid 
of other people leads to very dan- 
gerous International feelbig," be 
said. 

. "We have taught fear of Com- 
munist countries for so long that 
we are beginning to believe our 
own- propaganda; furthermore, 
this propaganda has hurt us and 
helped Communism." He cited 
the "world-wide conspiracy" 
theme as a dangerously gross ex- 
aggeration. 

To repair the damage of gov- 
ernment hate propaganda. Dr. 
Spock suggested that we begfai - 
to talk more in terms of people 
rather than governments. 

Children should be brought up 
with a balanced attitude to other 
nations. It should also be em- ( 
phasized that tlte UN has not 
been a complete failure; rather 
it has done a fair job of cooling 
down world "hot spots". , 

"Trust engenders trust, and 
mutual trust is the basis of good 
bitemationalr relations." 

The obstacle to this trust is 
man's tendency to transfer his 
own hostilities to other people 
and to feel threatened by them. 

Dr. Spock objected strongly to 
violence on television and to so-, 
called war toys.. He predicted 
that a "nuclear bomb" toy will be 
developed "to drop^on ydur pals". 



''Anti" meeting today 

Last Friday's Dally story about Civil Engineering Pro- 
fessor Raymond Yong's alleged aid to the American war 
effort in Viet Nam has led to a resolution demanding the 
immediate resignation of the Daily's senior staff. 

The resolution, which waa distributed on eampua yesterday 
in hand-bill form and posted on the' front door of the Union, 
will be diacusaed at an open meeting of the Engineering Under- 
graduate Society today at 1 p.m. in the Engineerlng.-Com- 
mon Room. : 

It calls for the resignation of the Managing Board, Edi- 
torial Board and Department Heada on the grounds that the 
story was "a blatant attempt to slander end libel a member 
of the facility", that it 'Molates the CUP code of ethiea" and 
that the "immoral innuendoes" against Dr. Yong were the 
height of "Joumaiistie irreaponsibiiity and vituperation". 

It questions whether the Daily's motives in printing the 
story "were, in fact, political". 

Allegations in the story that Dr. Tong is conductini; a 
project "designed to aid the American war effort in Viet Nam", 
tiiat his work is being done for the American government and 
tluit the project is I>eing carried out both at McGill and. at an 
American, university: are denied in^^e, resolution.. 

It states that if, the resignstiona^de^nded are not Im- 
mediately forthcoming, the resolution, if passed, should be 
considered a formal request to the Students' Council to take 
appropriate constitutional action to force them.

Statement of Policy 
for the publication year 1966>67 

(Revhed) 

The McGIII Dally operates withtn 
terms of reference created for It by 
two documents: the Code of Ethics 
of the Canadian University Press and 
the Constitution of the Students' 
Society. 

These terms of reference are not 
so much positive stipulations as to 
how a student newspaper should 
function, as they ore negative, 
defensive measures to protect au- 
tonomy. The Daily's most concriste 
responstbilily is to appear on campus 
when It is scheduled to. In practice 
the Daily's policy covers more than 
this. Commitments can be divided 
arbitrarily into three areas: 

I. Structure 

1. The Managing Board directs 
the production of the Dally. 
All departments are respons- 
ible to the Board, and the 
meting out of oulhority is 
the Board's prerogative, sub- 
ject to change at any time. 
The board has final soy over 
what appears In the paper, 
although time and other 
duties do not permit it to 
judge every item individually. 

2. The Board's control includes 
' review of ail material con- 
taining editorial comment. 

3. The Dolly has sought to Im- 
plement the recommendations 
of the Students' Council Effi- 

^. cieney Committee of two years 
i.fag^jK should be noted that 
thi^iMHhmittée'st initial intent 



was to criticize the functions 
of the Daily. However, when 
the committee was fully ac- 
quainted with the problems 
of producing a doily paper 
they advised Council to assist 
the Daily with additional faci- 
lities, etc. The Committee's 
main suggestion for Internal 
improvement centered around 
the quali:y of writing. Two' or 
three editors now check copy 
before it Is printed. 

4. A supplement is included In 
the Friday edition of the Dally. 
It Is a magazine of political, 
social and cultural comment. 
This publication provides com- 
ment on social and political 
problems, and on the sciences 
and the arts. Submissions to 
the supplement yvill be judged 
on their literary and intel- 
lectual merit. Contribulions 
from all students are welcome 
and will be so {udged. 

II. Editorial Policy 

1 . Editorial policy covers alt 
printed material In the paper, 
this includes advertisements 
and what are generally con- 
sidered news stories, as well 
as direct editorial comment. 

2. The Daily prints editorials, 
but it Is not obligated to. It 
is quickly apparent to on 
editor faced with a desk 
covered with copy that he con 
implement his policy simply 
by skilful editing and layout. 
The most 'objective' story 
becomes 'edited simply by 
p I a c i ng It on page two 
instead of page one. 



3. The Daily reserves the right 
to speak to the student body, 
not for them. The comments 
of the Constitution Revision' 
Committed of 1965. regarding 
the old SC Coristilution • read 
in part t 

". . . if the University ceases 
to be a forum for the fullest 
and frankest discussion of the 
political issues of the day, it 
is falling in Its responsibility 
to society." And, "The very 
determination of neutrality In 
political questions Involves 
subjeclive and partisan value 
judgment and under the 
. present Constitution, a Coun- 
cil which does not happen to 
shore the political views ex- 
pressed in the McGIII Dolly is 
given the power to suppress 
such editorials on the grounds 
of lack of neutrality." 

III. Material Without Editorial 
Comment 

1. Advertising policy. is arrived 
at by agreement between the 
publishers, their salaried 
advertising manager and the 
managing board. 

2. Irt general the Dolly has two 
functions in regard to Its 
readers, an educative and on 
informative one. The Paper 
speaks to the people on cam- 
pus both as students and as 
citizens. 

3. All news material that comes 
to the Dolly is considered with 
on eye to just that, news. On 
any given day this means that 
a student activity, a death in 
the faculty or a development 
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in provincial education policy 
could receive primary em- 
phasis. 

4. The Daily has a responsibility 
to its readers to insure, that 
it^is readable, accurate and 
well-produced. 

5. A minority of students at 
McGIII band themselves into 
interest groups of v a r 1 o u f 
kinds. The Daily's policy is to 
follow the activities of these 
Interested groups when 
possible, and to report on 
these activities «w h e n they 
are newsworthy. Beyond that, 
the Dally has no responsibility 
towards Interest groups. What 
it does hove is a duty, cons- 
tltullonolly and in practice, 
to avoid being influenced by 
organised groups of any kind. 
Daily policy commitments 
make It evident that the 
Managing Board has virtually 
complete control in the run- 
ning and production of the 
Dally. 

6. The Dally will be objective 
in Its news coverage. The 
editing of a student dolly 
must put a good deal of em- 
phasis on fluidity of approach. 
The content of any iuue must . 
be viewed by those with more 
than a passing interest as 
relative to a hundred differ* 
ent factors. In the end the 
D o i I y must count oh the 
acceptance by the Students^ 
Council of the good faith of 
the Managing Board.
